At  1.30  p.m.,  on  Monday, 
August  29th,  1988  --  exactly  to  the 
minute  61  years  later  —  a  small  Ex¬ 
ecutive  meeting  began  in  the  Board 
Room  as  a  prelude  to  that  after¬ 
noon’s  Committee  meeting  at  which 
the  main  agenda  item  for  discussion 
was  the  planned  closure  of  the  Club 
for  redevelopment  and  considera¬ 
tion  of  miscellaneous  items  to  be 
sold. 


Committeemen  are  now

past  are  making  their  presence  felt 
to  ensure  they  and  history  are  not 
left  behind... and  most  assuredly 
they  will  not  be!
